Tlie latest diaputclica state the Bona- 
partiii inonibers of dopiitioa have adopt- 
ed reaolutiona defoiuling Prince Napolo- 
oh'h action as legitimate, denouncing liia 
arreat and assertint; the only salvation of 
Franco is through an appeal to the peo- 
ple. Itepublican papers state that the 
legitimist plot is a drawing room conspir- 
acy, and the Tctnpa urges that the dupu- 
ties give their attention to more serious 
uiatlors. A decree has been introduced 
into the chamber authorizing the presi- 
dent to expel membcra of former reigning 
faniiliea from thu country if necessary, 
those returning to aull'er five years im- 
prisonment, with a clause that thu princes 
now serving in the ariny are to bo placed 
on the retired list. This caused a dis- 
turbance. Another bill brought in luodi- 
ficB the presa law. A committeo was up- 
pninteil on the matter; an urgency mo- 
tion waa also voted for striking tlio luuuus 
of the Orleans princes from the army list. 
The authorities are watching^ everybody ; 
and it is rumored that white banners with 
yieur do Lib are being made in Lyons in 
honor of the aficoasion of Count do Cham- 
bord to the throne. The situation at prc- 
aont appears to bo more absurd than seri- 
ous; (lie government has evidently been 
very much scarctl at what has occurred, 
and have been hastily trying to tie up all 
sorts of bags from which possible cats 
might jump. Neither of the two candi- 
dates in the field, however, aeoin to have 
made any great impression as yet, and 
oven the oscitablo French people seem to 
think there is nothing to bo in a iiurry 
about, and the present condition of mat- 
ters may possibly produce a temporary 
reaction in favor of the Republ ic. 

TJIE FRENCH A.N A RCniSTS. 

A dispatch dated Lyons, Jan. lOth, an- 
nounces the conclusion of the trials of the 
anarchists. Emil Gautier, Bernard Bor- 
dat, of the Lyons socialist journal Eteit- 
(Itird, and Prince Krapotkine, were found 
guilty and aontonced each to live years' 
imprisonment and to pay 2000 franco fine; 
two years under police supervision and 
to five years' deprivation, of civil rights. 
Four were acquitted; ten, including the 
printer Callot, to a '50 franc fine and 5 
yoara less of civil rights; nine to pay 100 
fianca, similar loss of civil rights and ono 
year's impriaonmont. A number of otliers 
were sentenced with various degrees of 
severity, the highest being 2000 fraiutM, 
live yeai-s' impriaonmont and 2 years' po 
lice supervision. It ia believed the 'con- 
demned will appeal. 

£ NOLI SB AIMS IN EQ YPT. 

The Tilbtine'i London special says 
English arms in Egypt are now well 
known and the attitude assumed by the 
French is alone ' of any consequence. 
Fair terms have been ofTered to the 
French prcmiiT, Duclorc, as regards the 
Cnancoa; but he is still diaaatisfiod and 
declares fur " freedom of action," which 
meets with no sympathy from the Bri 
tish ministry. 



ATTSSSFT TO nOS A TRAIN NQAH 
0&SS17 

FruBtratsd hy a Sotbmlnsd Saepross 
Meaaeagfor. 

San FBANCiiJco, Jan. 22.— About four 
o'clock this morning from eight to twelve 
mounted and masked men rushed up to 

Afoiitnllo .station, on the Central Pacific, 
ono hundred antl si.Kty-sii miles wubI of 
Ogden, seized two white men and half a 
dozen Chinese section men, robbed them 
of what valuables they had on their per- 
sons, and locked them up in a tank houao. 
They tlion awaited the arrival of the east 
bound express train, which came in soon 
after. Two highwaymen j limited on the 
engineer and firemen, and sidetracked the 
engine. The remainder of the gang seized 
the men and robbed them of the valu- 
ables they possessed, and confined them 
also ill the tank house. They then re- 
turned to the train and approached the 
express cars, and Ross thinking they wore 
at tliu station opened the door, when they 
Bworo at him, and demanded that ho 
should come down. IJo replied:. "Just 
give mo time to get my boots on, will 
you?" and locked the door. They com- 
menced firing through the door, but the 
sturdy messenger got hia gun down and 
replied to their shots. They tlioii called 
to him to surrender, or thoy would burn 
the car. The west bound train was now 
approaching, so they pulled No. 1 on the 
side track to let the west bound train by, 
and sent a number of their party to escort 
the train through, telling the conductor 
and engineer "Get out of hero: " which 
they did, making fast time to the first 
teloi;raph station, wliich was about thirty 
miles di.staiit. Aa soon as that train was 
disposed of, they backed No. 1 on the 
main line again, detaclied the express car 
from the train, and threw it on the side 
track and commenced their oporationa 
again. They tlion took tlio coal picks 
from the engine, and crawled along the 
side of llie car,and would strike the door, 
B'.id then dodge under. In this way they 
auccoedod in knocking in the panels of 
both doors of the express car, but Ross 
was barricaded and exchanged shots with 
them. Thoy tried to fire the car, getting 
-,vhat wood they could from thu engine, 
but wore unsuccessful, and finally after 
three hours of trying by nine desperadoes, 
they withdrew a short distance for con- 
sultation, and tlien mounted their horses 
and rode ofi'. 

Of course. Messenger Ross was the hero 
of the hour. He was shot three times, 
ono bullet striking hia loft forefinger and 
ranging downward into hia hand, another 
hitting him in the loft hip, and juat 
burning the flesh, and the third passing 
through his vest, tearing his cluthus, but 
not injuring him.

RUSHES DOWN A STEEP INCIINE 
INTO THE JAVra OF DEATH.

Southern Pacific express, which loft this 
city at 9 a. ni. yesterday, had reached a 
point four miles from Tehachupi, at an 
early hour this morning. The train coii- 
siated of seven cars, four sleeping coaches, 
two baggnge cars, and. thu niail and ex- 
press cars, and was in charge of Conductor 
Reed, an old and* experienced employe. 
The usual time was niad'o to Koene, and 
at a station a few miles belmv the help 
engine was attached, to assist in [mlliiig 
ilie train np Tehacliapi summit. The 
L;i:ule is several niilea long and hua an 
avLiagu rise of 110 feet to, the mile. Ar- 
rived at the summit, the engines wore de- 
tached from the train to allow the helping 
engine to sidetrack and return. Imme- 
diately the train began to inovo back on 

TUB TEKIUBI.K CJUAKK, 

And, gradually increasing in aiieed, aooli 
got beyond control of the brakemaii and 
the other train hands, and went Hying 
down the grade at lightning speed. The 
The runaway caused tho "greatest terror 
among tho pasaongora, who know net 
what the oiul would be. On and on tlio 
train sped, until a terrible velocity was 
attained. When tho distance of four 
milea had been made, the two aleopera, 
baggage, mail and exprosa cars jumijed 
the track and were hurled broadside, 
throwing the torrorstricken passengers' 
out of their berths against the seats. To 
add to the terror of tho scene, 

rllE CAllS (.'AUUHT KlUIC 

From over-turned stoves, and soon the 
whole train was in Haines. When the 
crash came many passengers woro badly 
bruised and injured so that they could not 
escape from tho wrack, and with others, 
who were jammed between the heavy be- 
bria, were burned tn death. The shrieks 
of tho wounded and tho agonies of thu 
dying were fearful to witness. 

Tho following additional report has 
been received; 

The body of Miss Squires, of Oakland, 
has been found, and alao'Mrs'.' ox-Govern- 
or Downoy's. 

It is now certain that 18 passoiigois in 
addition to two porters wore killed, and 
ten or twelve badly wounded, making 20 
in all. All the passengers in the sleep- 
ing car, except Mr. and Mrs. Aslio, of 
Sacramento, wore either killed or wound 
ed. 

Going down tho gradu, tho coach and 
smoker led the way but did not luavo tho 
track. They became uncoupled in some 
way and ran on down about two milea 
from. the scene of the disaster. None of 
the persons in those cars were injured. 
Tho sleeper, directly behind the smoker, 
jumped the track and the cars following 
were piled on top.

And-I realized that a disastar was immi- 
nent.

I wai sleeping on the left aide 
of tho car, which fell upon its right aide, 
and I waa cuvorod to my waist with mat- 
tresses, woodwork and debris, but found 
no dilUoiilly in freeing myself.

THE DUBLIIT CONSPIRa.tt'T- Tm- 

OlouAa Of Zcformors O£orinff Testi- 
mony. 



Dublin', Jan. 20. — Twenty-one per- 
sons, recently arrested, were before police 
court to-day, charged with conspiracy to 
murder olhcials. The court room was 
crowded. Startling revelations were 
made. An .informer swuro that the pris- 
oners, including Oarri, member of the 
municipality, were present at a Fenian 
meeting whore the informer wtis asked 
to join an inner circle formed for the as- 
sassination of oflicers. The name of the 
informer is Furroll. lie acknowlodj^ed 
having taken part in the plot tu assassin- 
ate a juror. He swore thatono of tha pris- 
onera, named Sanlan, itiformod him^ho 
had taken part in the attempt to murder 
Field; that Pat Brady stabbed Field, and 
that Kolley also participated in the all'air. 
Farrell also teatitied that twoponco wa-s 
collected weekly from Fenians to [lur- 
cliase arms; that tlio city had boon mark- 
ed into districts and military inspoolioiis 
were held. 

Farrell said picked men formed the tis- 
sassination coiiimitteo. They were ig- 
norant of each other. Daniel Curley 
i»avo him a revolver and told him to ato[i 
Forster's carriage o|)poaite the Kllis quay 
wliuii Jim Kelly ami .)oe liiady would do 
the reniaiiidor. 'i'lie plot failed through 
a mintako. Farrell identified Kelly, 
lirady, Ciirley, Maloney, Dwyer, and 
Boyle, all of whom were present in the 
prisdiiei a dock, as ha'.'ing boon [no.-ient 
on the HJIlis quay, when the abortive at- 
tempt was made upmi Forater Uurloy 
was very much ve.'iod at the failure. Far- 
rell said'Brady, Kelly and Ranklin, the 
last of whom is now in Limoriek, follow- 
ed Forster's carriage in u cab on another 
occasion, and that i\lcMahoii, who was 
lately accidentally shot, wa? assisting by 
watching Forster. 

Duiil.l.s, Jan. 21. — INlyles Kuvaiiai;li, 
who is an informer and who teatitied to- 
day, is the driver of tho car on which 
Field's assailants escaped. Ho is now in 
custody. Immediately after tho Plueiiix 
park murder ho w.a3 apprehended and 
iletaiiiod two days on suspicion of having 
driven the car on which the assassins of 
Lord Cavendish and Burke escaped. It 
is reported that six prisoners who wore 
in the dock to-day oUerod to become in- 
formers, but up to the present time the 
authorities have accepted or.ly one, who 
will bo examiiiodat the next hearing. It 
is said tho throe otiior inforinora are .laa. 
Poalo, Devine and Delaiiey. Thodeloc- 
tivo department is besieged with persons 
otl'ering to give information. Several 
suspected persons left Dublin during the 
week, A detective is in ptirauit of one 
important individual. The purchaae of 
the revolver that Dovine had when Uetoc- 
tiveCox waa murdered will be proved, 
also tho purchase of the knives found 
near the residence of one of tho priaonors. 
Evidence will be given of the i.aaiiiiig of 
siimmiina in the handwriting of Joseph 
Mullott of the meetings of the centers. 
Tho appearance of three of the men ar- 
raigned Saturday exactly correapoii'da 
with the doacription of the llireo iiuirder- 
dors of Lord Frederick Cavoiidisli and 
P.urke. Tho |)olico intend' making five 
more arreats. ftliillott, tho alleged leader 
of the assaasinatingcommittoc, is ahuiich- 
back. 

Farrell ia agoil 28. Ho created mirl li 
as he detailed liia conversation willi 
Brady, and tho latter indignantly called 
liii.i a liar. Witne.fs said on successive 
evenings the same persons watched for tho 
chief secretary. He testified to the de- 
tails of convoraatioiis and mooting, snd 
said Joseph Mullott froiiueiitly sent liiiii 
written iiistruotioiia, which he burned. 
Housed tho naiiio of "Salmon," if tlie 
business was for tho Centre meeting, and 
the name of "Fisher" if for the inner" 
circle of the assassiuatiun club. lie re- 
ceived a letter from Mullott in.struclinjj 
them to bo near JIarion square on the 
niorning of the day tiie attempt was made 
t(j assassinate Judge Lawaoii. Delanev, 
who got toil years for that attempt, i la 
a inomber of the organization. 

Hanloii was with him on the Friday be- 
fore the mtwderona attack was mndo on 
Juror Field. Witness was at the secret 
meeting at which J. Mullott, dirootoi 
of Dublin, presided. Ho was asked to 
meet Mullott and another man at .-Viigerie 
street, on Saturdity. He was late for the 
appointment, and next day Miilletl up- 
braided him, Brady, Curley and KoUy 
being present. Mullet t tidd Farrell to 
meet him next day at 4 p. in. on Diike 
street. Witness declined, and Mulli'tt 
tliroatoiiod that if he did not meet him, 
he would call for him at 4 :;t0. Ho know 
what Unit meant, and said, under those 
conditions, bo would moot Mullott. He 
kept the aiipoiiitment and met Mullott.

niilos ui) tho Beaver, thence westerly and 
southerly about seven inilos to the summit 
of tho Selkirks, t bonce west down oast 
branch of the Illecillewant to the main 
stream twenty mite, which it follows 2i) 
miles further to tho west crossing Co- 
lumbia, thence west through Eagle Paaa 
forty-five miles to Shuswap Lakes, theiico 
via the lakes and South Tlioin|isoii to 
Kamloops about one hundred miles, join- 
ing tho road now being constructed by the 
Dominion government at Savona lierry, 
a total distance of four hundred and thirty 
miles.

Sa.N- Fran<;i|uo# J«&t21.— This after- 
noon about four'^o'clock a terrific explo- 
sion occurred at the Giant Powder works, 
three miles from Borkoloy. Tho shock of 
the explosion was distinctly felt in this 
city, and was rapidly followed by a suc- 
cession of explosions, invariably accom- 
panied by severe concussion, which even 
at this remote distance from the scene of 
the disaster, shook the ground at a lively 
rate. 

It had been the custom to close the 
works on Sunday, but in consequence of 
a large order, consisting of 8000 boxes for 
Oregon, a large force of men were put to 
work, either manufacturing powder or 
loading a schooner which was to have loft 
for Portland about the middle of the 
wt!ek.
